Goldwater 

NASHUA,  N.  H.,  (UPD— Now 
York  Gov.  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller 
announced  his  candidacy  for  the 
Republican  nomination  for  Pres- 
ident Thursday  and  vowed  a Re- 
publican would  defeat  President 
Kennedy  in  next  year’s  elections. 

The  55-year-old  Rockefeller, 
first  avowed  1964  Presidential 
contender,  also  took  a swipe  at 
his  front-running  GOP  rival.  Sen. 
Barry  Goldwater  of  Arizona,  and 
unleashed  an  attack  on  President 
Kennedy’s  domestic  and  foreign 
policies. 

ROCKEFELIJ^R  said  he  would 
enter  New  Hampshire’s  first-in- 
the-nation  primary  in  March  and 
promptly  set  out  in  a pelting  rain 
on  a hand  shaking  tour  of  the 
state. 

Rockefeller  challenged  Goldwa- 
ter to  oppose  him  in  state  pri- 
maries. He  said  the  Ai’izona  con- 
servative had  placed  himself  out- 
side the  main  stream  of  Republi- 
can thought  with  some  of  his 
campaign  statements. 

ROCKEFELLER  specificaUy 
mentioned  Goldwater  proposals 
to  abolish  the  progressive  income 
tax  and  farm  support  prices,  roll 
back  Social  Security,  and  with- 
draw from  the  United  Nations. 

But  he  said  he  would  support 
whoever  was  nominated  by  next 
year’s  GOP  National  Convention 
and  pledged  that  the  convention 
nominee  “will  be  the  next  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.” 

SOURCES  CLOSE  to  Goldwat- 
er said  in  Washington  today  the 
Arizona  Senator  would  try  to  av- 
oid a bitter  intra-party  fight  with 
Rockefeller  for  the  nomination. 

“He  will  not  go  into  a fight 
which  could  be  suicidal  for  the 
party,”  the  source  said  of  Gold- 
water.  “If  it  turns  into  one  of 
those  things  the  Governor  will  be 
making  it  that  way.”

Tlie  freedom  of  man  in  relation  to  civil  society 
las  been  a burning  issue  throughout  the  history 
)f  mankind.  Rosseau  raised  the  central  problem 
-vhen  he  opened  his  study  of  politics.  The  &of‘iat 
Contract,  with  these  words:  “Man  is  born  free, 
3ut  everywhei-e  he  is  in  chains,  . . . What  makes 
.t  legitimate?’’  The  issue  reduces  itself  to  a dieho- 
ioniy  of  authority  and  liberty. 

When  we  examine  the  state,  with  its  powerful 
engine  of  government,  it  is  hard  to  avoid  the 
conclusion  that  it  has  all  of  the  potentialities  of  a 
leviathan,  a juggernaut.  Politics  is  synonomous 
with  power.  The  power  of  the  state  is  a special 
type  of  power,  however,  distinguishable  from  the 
power  of  all  other  groups  in  society,  as  it  is  total, 
unlimited,  and  at  bottom  rests  upon  instruments 
of  coercion. 

The  use  of  force  by  government  is  also  dLstin- 
guiyJiable  from  the  o(*casional  anarchistic  out- 
burslvS  of  violence  of  otiier  groups  such  as  labor, 
<-hurcii.  industry,  Cosa  NiMJtra,  and  so  on,  because 
the  state  lias  a moiK^ioIy  of  legalized  violence. 
All  groups  in  society  are  ultimately  amendable 
(in  this  sphere  of  existence)  to  the  state! 

To  flip  the  coin,  what  about  the  nature  of  man? 
Is  man  capable  of  freedom?  Is  man  basically  evil, 
carnal, -devilish?  Are  the  Calvinistic  and  Augus- 
tianian.  notions  of  man  valid? 

OB  I.£AVING  THE  MOBAIJSTIC  considera- 
tions of  man  aside,  js  man  selfish,  militant,  prone 
to  war  and  conflict,  etc.,  as  pictured  by  Thomas 
Hobbes? 

Conversely  is  man  basically  good,  as  the  Hu- 
manists have  contended  in  which  most,  idealists 
have  agreed? 

There  is  not  an  inherent  nature  of  man.  There 
are  only  natures  of  men.  It  is  true  that  the  carnal 
man  is  an  enemy  to  God  (Mosiah  3:191,  but  this 
is  countered  by  a spiritual  component  which  is 
inclined  towauxi  (xod  (Mosiah  3:19). 

AT  MOST  THESE  SCRIPTURAL  referencei 
suggest  potentialities  of  man  which  may  be  de- 
veloped in  a variety  of  ways  among  men. 

It  is  hard  to  escape  Cameades’  criticism  of  the 
Stoic  ideal  man  (or  any  other  general  and  uni- 
versal categorizatioii)  that  such  a man  does  not 
exist. 

All  one  needs  to  do  is  to  look  around  him  to 
see  that  some  men  are  selfish,  evil  and  devilish: 
others  are  selfless,  good,  and  godly. 

The  issue  is  not  what  man  is,  iiiit  he 

O'-ght  to  be.  As  a child  of  God,  lie  lias  godly  ik>- 
ientialities,  the  realization  of  which  requires  an 
opportunity  to  exercise  Ills  moral  agency  in  a 
meaningful  way. 

Freedom  is  basic  to  man’s  potentialities.  But 
is  freedom  license  unrestrained?  All  have  seen 
the  consequences  of  action  of  tliis  type  in  rebellion, 
both  in  heaven -and  on  earth. 

Both.  Washington  and  Hamilton  feared  that 
‘excess  of  liberty."  Both  men  knew  that  modem 
history  has  tragically  provided,  “that  arbitrary 
power  is  most  easily  established,  on  the  ruins  of 
Libeity  abused  to  licentiousness.” 

RECOGNIZING  THE  potentialities  of  abuse  of 
both  government  power  and  individual  liberty,  the 
Founding  Fathers  approached  the  task  of  estab- 
lishing a framework  of  government,  the  Con.stitu- 
tion,  which  they  hoped  would  achieve  the  desire 
order  in  society  by  balancing  authority  and  liberty. 

The  Framers  of  the  Constitution  were  unques- 
tionably influenced  by  a Hobbesian,  Calvinistic 
attitude  toward  man  as  expressed  by  Madison 
(Federalist  Paper,  No.  51):  “If  men  were  angels, 
no  government  would  be  necessary.  If  angels  were 
to  govern  men,  neither  external  or  internal  con- 
trols on  government  would  be  necessary.” 

BUT.  ALAS,  MEN  ABE  NOT  angels,  and  the 
need  of  governmental  controls  was  obviously  felt. 

With  the  aid  of  divine  inspiration,  the  framers 
were  successful  in  strengthening  the  pmvers  of  tlie 
central  giovernment  in  opposition  to  the  anarchistic 
tendencies  of  unrestrained  freedom,  individualism, 
and  irresponsible  local  action. 

There  is  a law  irrevocalily  decreed  in  heaven — 
predicattMl,  no  doulit,  up<Hi  moral  pi^rsuasion.  Free 
agency  is  dependent  upon  tliis  law.  Ther«‘  are 
laws  in  oiir  governmental  system — predicated  un- 
mistakeniy  upon  coercion.  Liberty  Is  dependent 
ujHin  tliesie  laws! 

It  is  singularly  ironic  that  what  at  first  glance 
api>ears  to  be  a dichotomous  arrangement  of  oppo- 
sites is  in  reality  an  interpendence  of  the  two 
principles. 

The  delicate  balance  of  authority  and  libert>' 
brings  first  the  desired  order  in  our  society  and 
secondly  a meaningful  context  for  individual 
liberty. 

TO  MAINTAIN  THIS  BALANCE  government 
must  be  responsible  in  its  exercise  of  power  and 
man  must  be  judicious  and  wise  in  his  use  of  free- 
dom. 

Viewed  from  this  perspective  freedom  equates 
with  liberty— not  license.  Government  should  bo 
respected— and  watched— but  not  despised.

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — The 
Senate  Thursday  wrote  into  its 
foreign  aid  bill  a ban  on  aid  to 
any  nation  wdiich  molests  U.  S. 
fishing  vessels  in  what  this  na- 
lion  recognizes  as  international 
waters. 

The  Senate  Bill,  slashed  to 
$3.74  billion,  authorizes  another 
year  of  economic  and  military  as- 
sistance abroad.  The  tentative  to- 
tal is  about  $240  million  above 
what  the  House  voted  and  almost 
$800  million  less  tlian  President 
Kennedy  asked. 

THE  FISHING  boat  amend- 
ment, passed  on  a 57  to  29  vote, 
was  sponsored  by  Republican 
whip  Thomas  II.  Kuchel,  Calif., 
and  was  aimed  at  a series  of  inci- 
dents in  which  American  fishing 
vessels  have  been  seized  off  the 
coasts  of  Latin  American  nations 
in  what  this  nation  considers  in- 
ternational waters. 

Approval  was  the  first  action 
in  the  Senate’s  ninth  day  of  de- 
bate on  the  aid  bill.  It  foUowed 
spirited  debate  in  which  Kuchel' 
and  Sen.  Ernest'  Gruening,  D.-l 
Alaska,  led  the  fight  for  the  pro- 
posal but  Sen.  Russell  B.  Long, 
D-La.,  denounced  the  amendment 
as  foolish.

Lewis,  Jr.,  explained  that  the  sen- 
ator was  considering  giving  New 
Hampshire  voters  a “third  choice” 
rather  than  Gov.  Nelson  Rocke- 
feller, a liberal,  or  Sen.  Barry 
Goldwater,  R-Ariz.,  a conserva- 


tive. Rockefeller  said  Thursday 
he  will  enter  that  primaiy.  Gold- 
water  might  do  the  same  after 
he  announces  his  candidacy. 

Mrs.  Smith,  a widow,  is  con- 
sidei'cd  an  independent  or  “mid 
dle-of-the-road”  Republican.  She 
will  bo  G6  years  old  on  Dec.  14. 

SEN.  SMITH  planned  no  fur- 
ther comment  on  whether  she 
v\’ill  become  a candidate  or  not 
until  Dec.  5 when  she  will  add- 
ress the  Women’s  National  Press 
Club  in  the  nation’s  capital. 

Until  then,  Le%vis  said  she 
would  bo  “seriously  considering” 
pleas  of  numerous  supporters 
throughout  the  nation  that  she 
toss  her  chapeau  into  the  Presi- 
dential sweepstakes.
